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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 2-5, the examiner found no reference in the prior 
art that disclosed or made obvious an apparatus comprising: a circulation fan to draw air from a 
hot air plenum across a thermoelectric cooler and into a cold side plenum, as recited in 
independent claim 1 . 

4. As per claim 6 and dependent claims 7-9, the examiner found no reference in the prior 
art that disclosed or made obvious a method for regulating the temperature of CT detector array 
electronics comprising the steps of: blowing air through the electronics; collecting the air and 
cooling the air with a thermoelectric cooler, as recited in independent claim 6. 

5. As per claim 10, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made 
obvious a method for regulating the temperature of CT detector array electronics comprising the 
steps of sealing CT electronics in an enclosure; circulating air through the enclosure and using a 
thermoelectric cooler to coil the circulating air, as recited in independent claim 10. 

6. As per claim 11 and dependent claims 12-14, the examiner found no reference in the 
prior art that disclosed or made obvious an apparatus comprising: a circulation fan to draw air 
from a hot side plenum across a thermoelectric cooler and into a cold side plenum as recited in 
independent claim 11. 

7. As per claim 15 and dependent claims 16-21 and 23-25, the examiner found no 
reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious an apparatus comprising: a plurality of 
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heat pipes in thermal contact with electronics, the heat pipes extending outwardly from a 
spreader plate; a heat sink attached to the pipes; a blower cage containing the spreader plate and 
a circulation fan, as recited in independent claiml5. 

8. As per claim 22, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made 
obvious an apparatus comprising: a spreader in thermal contact with electronics, a plurality of 
heat pipes attached to the spreader plate; a heat sink attached to the pipes; a blower cage 
containing the spreader plate and a circulation fan, as recited in independent claim 22.
